For many years HHA's concern had been the crush of tourist traffic going to the Hollywood Sign. Limited 
PPDs were indeed installed thanks to the hard work of the Council Office, and tourist buses have been 
actively discouraged and removed with the additional help of CD13. Tourist traffic up in the Hollywood 
Sign area has been greatly diminished and improved. B 

It appears from what I'm reading that the intent now is that all Park users are to be discouraged from 
entering the Park except at a few select entrances, to the extent of requesting alterations to directional 
signs., which I do consider to be an extremely dangerous precedent should that be implemented, and very 
likely to result in litigation against the City. Don't get me wrong, you of all people know that I hear you and 
your community’s concern. However, we're talking about Public Parks and Public streets here. 

First, though, it's not Ferndale... it's Fern Dell Park. And it is very heavily used, as is all Park Space in Los 
Angeles. Let's get real here. We cannot barricade our park-adjacent communities off to prevent the public 
from accessing what belongs to them, the Park. Whether it is Griffith Park, Lake Hollywood, or Lake 
Hollywood Park, it belongs to the public., they own it and their taxes pay for it. And they also own and pay 
for the roads, the public roads, that access their public parks. So it's untenable to even consider that., as 
you put it.. «Ferndale is probably the next one for PPD's, barricades, extra personnel to man them, and 
so forth going to each problem area down Los Feliz» 

There is real, palpable public anger that the roads in Griffith Park (that have been closed for literally 
decades) have now been opened to shuttle visitors in to view the Hollywood Sign, at great impact both 
environmentally and to wildlife, and at great impact to o our jewel in L.A.'s crown, designated a Historic 
Monument, Griffith Park. The largest wilderness park in the country. And I'm hearing that's not enough, 
barricades., ppds.. and guards? I don't think so. Again, public streets/public park. 

It's now past time for a round-table discussion with every stakeholder present and represented at that 
table. While the presentation on the 20th is a good idea, it does not replace all of us working closely 
together for real solutions that preserve the western side of Griffith Park and its place not as a parking lot 
for the view of the sign, but as the wilderness it is and the safe harbor for our ever-diminishing wildlife. 

I've updated our contact list here and cc’d Joe Young from the Sierra Club and also Gerry Hans from the 
Friends of Griffith Park. I'm also including Dan Halden from CD13, Linda Demmers with the LFNC, Marian

I am not speaking for HUNC. I think we are going to find that there is no one solution that will work for 
everyone. Each area around the park has its own unique issues depending on the attractions, access 
points, etc. and each will need specific mitigation measures. The basic problem is that the park cannot 
handle the number of visitors that are trying to get in which vastly complicates the potential solutions. There 
are two distinct issues: people who want access to the park and people who want easy access to the 
Hollywood Sign. It’s almost like we are dealing with two parks with different issues. We are probably going 
to find that we will need to deal with each area completely and then move to the next area and deal with 
their issues, etc. For example, trying to get a handle on the crowds trying to get to a view of the Hollywood 
Sign pushed some (not all as they are still coming in increasing numbers) to other areas. Once the 
Hollywood Sign area is reasonably mitigated (and it is far from mitigated although on weekends it is better 
except for the Lake Hollywood viewpoint; weekdays are becoming more problematic overall), then 
Ferndale is probably the next one for PPD's, barricades, extra personnel to man them, and so forth going 
to each problem area down Los Feliz. An off-park parking plan with shuttles would be an important part of 
the overall plan for crowd control of Griffith Park. It will have virtually no effect on the significant numbers of 
people trying to get an easy picture of the Hollywood Sign who will not walk through the entire park to get 
to the newly advertised Hollywoodland viewpoints. It is whack-a-mole but we need to do it in a way that 
does not simply send the traffic back to the area in which mitigation measures have been put into place. 
This is going to take money and personnel to address the problems. And trying to come up with a plan that 
affects only Griffith Park without including all adjoining neighborhoods in the plan will not solve the 
problems. It will only lead to a disjointed and ultimately unsuccessful project in my opinion. And none of this 
addresses the effect of the Harry Potter attraction about to open at Universal and it’s 17% increase in 
attendance that they expect that will send more people to our areas trying to get a view of the Hollywood 
Sign. And I’m not even going to try to address the LA Traffic Mitigation Plan and the massive cut-through 
traffic that is going to result in the Lake Hollywood, Hollywoodland, Hollywood Sign Viewpoints area.

Moving forward, please be sure to be clear to any and all agencies and groups 
that you and your group's positions on this and related issues are not and do 
not reflect nor represent HUNC or HUNC's positions. 

Griffith Park wayfaring signage has been agendized and discussed openly at 
the GPAB last spring at (at least) two meetings, and I reported this to HUNC at 
the same time. It's my recollection that you were present at the GPAB meetings 
where the discussions of wayfaring signs and related content took place. 


My recollection is also that requests had been made to Tracy James and others 
at that time by you and your group to remove specific guidance language from 
the Park signage. 

The GPAB felt strongly that manipulating official wayfaring signage for the 
benefit of one community was a dangerous precedent to the detriment of other 
Park-adjacent communities (including all Park users) and could potentially 
cause liability for the City. 

The situation has been intensified with non-residential traffic on Beachwood 
being turned around on the Holiday weekend and diverted east (whose idea 
was that? Among many, many others, Susan Polofronio told me that she was 
going up there to eat at the cafe and was turned away, sent away, on a public 
street!). 

This and the new traffic pattern implementation in the Park caused incredible 
backups this past Holiday weekend at Bronson Canyon, Fern Dell and Vermont. 
Lane closures on Los Feliz at Fern Dell exacerbated the problem. At times the 
traffic in the Park was backed up in all directions with no movement, potentially 
preventing emergency access to the Oaks via their only east side entrances at 
Black Oak and Red Oak, and to the Park. Certainly no fire or emergency 
vehicles would have gotten in. 

I do want to be sure to credit and thank Councilmember Ryu and his staff, along 
with Joe and RAP and DOT, for listening to us and making herculean efforts to 
try and control the incredible crush of traffic. 

This situation is unacceptable. GPAB and HUNC have warned repeatedly that 
trying to fix one community's issues without addressing the whole was like a 
game of whack-a-mole, and has now had the expected result of pushing traffic 
and emergency access issues eastwards. A more inclusive, global approach is 
clearly necessary. 

It's now time to have all the communities and Neighborhood Councils involved 
in the decision-making process, a process that has been delayed for far too 
long.

Good Afternoon Everyone. 

I wanted to first thank everyone for their continued efforts in this process that is both difficult and sensitive. 

I am happy to report that we are once again seeing families return to the park. Our collaborative meeting 
took place on January 3, 2018, where Councilman O'Farrell, Dan Halden, several community resource 
organizations, LAPD, RAP maintenance, Rangers, RAP Central District Supervisor and myself (Director at 
Hollywood RC) were in attendance. We have all carried out the vision both CD 13 and Rec and Parks 
share: the need to give this facility back to the deserving people of its community. 

Since then, LAPD and RAP Rangers have enforced several penal codes such as 647(e) PC No Camping 
and 63.44 B-26 LAMC. 

Both enforcement entities have shared the responsibility of having the tents come down at 6am. Within 
two days, several encampments packed up and left. No parking signs on Cole Ave have gone up which 
prevents parking from 9pm-7am. That side of the street usually has vehicles owned by homeless. Some 
sleep in their vehicles or keep them next to their tent. This new enforcement has pushed those individuals 
to find other locations to park and thus taking their tents and bedding with them. 

RAP is currently working on fabricating signs that enforce 647(e) which prevents any individual from 
camping or lodging without permission. I have spoken to our lead Ranger Albert Torres who has informed 
me that the permanent signs should be ready soon. 

LAPD is to identify individuals who are continuing to break the law and are deserving of stay away orders. 
According to Senior lead officer Corona, certain individuals have been identified and he will communicate 
with the district attorney so that the process may begin. 

I am currently working with RAP maintenance, Dan Halden and city contractors to identify the best possible 
and least costly solution to a higher fence and new cameras around the facility. We are taking into account 
the facility may be rebuilt soon, we must therefore consider that the fence will work with the new facility and 
the camera system can be reused. Jimmy Newsom (Sr. Management Analyst) is assisting me with getting 
plans and pricing for these two items. Per CD13's request, we will work with them and provide quotes for 
this project as they have gracefully agreed to pay for the upgrades. I am setting up a meeting with Dan 
Halden, Anthony/Jose (RAP maintenance) and Jimmy Newsom to discuss the project and all viable 
options. 

RAP Rangers posted and cleaned up the perimeter of the park today. Please look at the attached 
pictures 

We push for my facility to stay free of encampments and though it will be a difficult road it's one worth 
going down. 




Once again thank you all. I will continue to coordinate and update everyone on my efforts with all 
departments as well together provide a safe environment for our community at Hollywood RC.
